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The Great Wall of China 



ONE of the most stupendous 
works ever conceived and ex- 
ecuted by man rs the Great Wall 
of China, This man made wonder 
of the world extends a distance of 
1,800 miles. It starts in the western 
frontier of Kiag-su and stretches 
over high* hills, deep valleys, and 
across many rivers, travelling east* 
ward until it reaches the sea. at 
Shan-hai-ltwan. To give you an 
idea of its size, just consider an 
elevated highway built and paved 
with briclts 20 feet high and wide 
enough for six horsemen to ride 
abreast stretching from Philadelphia 
to Kansas City. This is a distance 
half way across the United States. 
The Great Wall is 25 feet thick 
at its b*se and 15 feet at the top

part of its course, the Wall is little 
more than a mass of debris.

with towers every 100 yards. The 
work on this enormous task began 
in the year 214 B.C. and required 
hundred of thousands of laborers 
as well as many, many years to 
complete. It must be remembered 
' that this work was performed in 
ancient times, long before the mo- 
tor truck, the motoi derrick, and 
the cemen-t mixer and that all the 
labor was performed by hand.

mail stamps of China in their col- 
lections are well acquainted with a 
view of the Great WaR, for China 
has issued three series of air mail 
stamps all showing scenes of the 
Wall as it winds Jts way over a 
mountain with an airplane flying 
overhead. 

Regarding the history of the 
Great Wall we find that one of its 
purposes was to keep out the Tar- 
tars, who came down from the north 
to invade the Chinese. The Wall 
was started In 214 B.C. by Che 
Whang-ie, who was the leading 
prince of the feudal states which 
existed at that time. Whang-te 
became the first emperor of China 
and his idea in building the Wall 
was not only to keep the Tartars 
out, but to unite the Chinese behind 
the wall. He abolished, the feudal 
system and set himself up as Em- 
peror of China. The name he 
adopted for himself, Che Whang-te 
means First Universal Emperor. 

To the Chinese, the Great Wall 
is a monument of united China and 
a sign of the destruction of the 
feudaf system.
